Tou may imazine how _—_— Sino- 
ris was amaied to hear this, neither did he 
give credit 10 her words, yet with much im- 
treaty ', was wonne to make triall thereof : 
Caſlandra (by the power of her Spels) ha- 
wins aq aq im at all pornts like A- 
rialpes , he was eaſily admitted to ride in 
his own Saddle, which he had no ſooncr at- 
tempted to dee , but Caſſandra reſtored him 
to hu, own ſhape.
